Maine Was Assigned an Anchorage 
in the Bay by Official Who 
“Knew of the Presence 
of the Great Dan- 
ger. 


Washington, February 20.—(Special.)—It 
has been a quiet day, and an anxious one, 
both at the white house and throughout 
the city. There is little change in the situ- 
ation. The fate of the Maine is the 
absorbing topic of discussion in all circles 
and everything eise is overshadowed into 
jnsignificance. 

Tomorrow is expected to bring results of 
vast importance to this repubiic. 

While the investigating board did 
not reach Havana until today, it is 
the general belief in official circles 
that some sort of results will be at- 
tained by sundown tomorrow. 

It is the idea of the experts in na- 
val matters that the divers will have 
cbtained sufficient information to war- 
rant a verdict on the part of Captain 
‘Sigsbee and those on the ground 
whether enough is developed to bring 
an official report or not. | 
Nine people out of ten hére believe that 
the Maine was destroyed by one of the 
submarine mines or torpedoes which the 

Spanish authorities have placed in Havana 

harbor. 3 

Nobody here believes that the deadly and 
death-dealing engine of destrucfion was 
fired with the knowledge or consent OX the 
Spanish authorities. . | 

But that it was placed in the far 
bor by them and that the Maine’ was 
given her position in the harbor by 
the proper official of the Spanish gov- 
ernment are generally accepted as true. 
The Spaniards have carefully avoided ac- 
knowledging the presence of torpedoes in 
the harbor there, but they do not deny 
their presence. 

In this connection Senator Money tells 
me tonight of an interesting conference he 
had with Ex-Secretary Olney shortly after 
his return from a visit to Cuba. Olney 
sent for him to consult with in regard to 
the advisability of sending a ship of the 
navy to Havana. Money took strong 
grounds against such action, if it was in- 
tended that the visit should be a friendly 
one. He based his objection on several 
srounds, one of them being the highly 
advantageous position of Morro castle 
Which holds everything in the bay at its 
Inercy, and anether being the presence of 
torpedoes in the harbor. 

Money told Olney at that time that it 
vas a fact well known in Havana that the 
harbor was a network of these deadly 
mines or floating torpedoes, and it was be- 
couse Of this knowledge that the then sec- 
retary of state decided against sending the 
ship, 

At first it wag regarded as most probahle 
that one or more torpedoes had been float- 
ed down upon the Maine, but the burden 
of testimony and of expert opinion seems 
against that. Then there is the possibil- 
iy—for. it still exists—that a deadly missile 
of some kind was put in the ship’s coal.

We 
were reviled on the streets of Havana, 
sneered at until our blood boiled, and found 
out for our own safety that it was neces- 
sary for us to make our visits to the city 
in force.

There was no knowing what would happen 
to him. 

“The explosion itself is the best evidence 
that it was a mine or torpedo. There were 
two Sharp and distinct reports. The first 
was like a peal of thunder close at hand— 
a sound a9 of ripping parchment, a quick 
report, followed by a tremendous and aw- 
ful roar, and then darkness and chaos, 
made more horrible by the screams of dy- 
ing men, the fierce shouts of those fighting 
for egress, and the moans of those who 
were hemmed in to die by fire or by drown- 
ing. The Spanish warship was lying close 
at hand, and Morro Castle was not a pistol 
shot away. Both have searchlights, but 
none was turned upon us to help the work 
of rescue, and because of the darkness 
many brave men who could have been res- 
cued went down to Davy Jones.’

SIGSBEE ON NEWSPAPER DIVERS 


The Captain Says He Has Not Em- 
ployed Any of Them. 
Washington, February 2).—Captain Sigs- 
bee today sent two telegrams to the navy 
department on the subject of interviews 

With him. The first mereiy said: 

“I have consistently refrained from ex- 
pressing any opinion on the Maine 
aster.’’ 

“No newspaper divers have been used on 
wreck on Maine. One man engaged by me 
Was subsequently bought up by a newspa- 
per. I declined his services. Subsequently, 
on his being unconditionally released, [ 
might have used him in charge of an offi- 
cer in recoverng bodies, but decided not 
to do so. Any inierviews with me if printed 
are untrue.’’

Commander of Bache Says the For-’ 
ward Magazine Was Not Blown Up. 
Havana, Fevruary 20.—Lieutenant Comman- 
der Barnett, of the survey boat Bache, said 
to a correspondent of the Associated Press 

today: 

“You want the facts. I can tell you there 
are ninety-five chances out of a hundred 
that the investigation will show that the 
forward magazine of the Maine did not 
blow up first, if it exploded at all, and that 
was not cause of the terrific consequences 
that followed. The condition of the wreck 
when first studied and a later careful scru- 
a make this an almost absolute certain- 
y.”’ 

Chaplain Chidwick, of the Maine, has re- 
covered considerable sums of money, with 
letters and other personal property from 
the bodies taken from the wreck. 

Today divers recovered the cipher code 
book, the log of the Maine and many offi- 


‘cial and privaté papers. 


The wounded are doing well. Probably 
four or more will be taken to Key West 
tomorrow by the Bache.

DIVERS HAVE DONE LITTLE 


Examination of the Hull of the Maine 
Must Be Done by Experts. 


THE SHIP IS SINKING FAST IN THE MUD 


Wrecking Companies Are Trying To 
Drive a Hard Bargain with the 
Government, 


Washington, February 20.—The naval 
court of inquiry .appointed to investigate 
the Maine disaster will begin its work at 
Havana tomorrow. This news came to the 
navy department this morning from Ad- 
miral Sicard, at Key West. He simply 


telegraphed as follows: 


“The court of inquiry sails for Havana 
Mth by lighthouse steamer Mangrove. 
Marix arrived today.’’ 

This prompt action is undoubtedly due to 
the express direction from Secretary pong 
sent yesterday to Rave the investigation 
begun at the earliest possible moment. The 
telegram was dated yesterday, so the 
board should have arrived there before 
nightfall and be ready to begin its work 
tomorrow morning. 

By an error incident to the haste with 
which the orders were got out, the first 
account placed Lieutenant Commander 
Seaton Scroeder on the board as the third 
member, while as a. matter of fact Lieu- 
the executive 
officer of the flagship New York, holds that 
place. 

The board undoubtedly would have 
started previously but for the necessity of 
awaiting the arrival at Key West from 
Washington of Lieutenant Commander Ma- 
Trix, a naval ofticer well skilled in marine 
matters, who is to be judge advocate of the 
court. 

Captain Sigsbee was heard from late last 
night but the telegram was not delivered 
at the navy department until this morn- 
ing. His message goes to confirm ‘the press 
reports of the events of yesterday in Ha- 
vana harbor, so far as they relate to the 
explosion of the wreck. 

It reads as follows: 

“Havana, February 19.—Only most expe- 
rienced divers can do effective work on the 
Maine. In the upper works I can use ser- 
vice of divers. Did some work today but 
with little success. Will do better tomor- 
row. Parts of ‘the Maine, especially the 
superstructure and connections are one 
confused mass of metal.’’ 

Survey Steamer Reaches Havana. 

Ancther brief telegram. from Captain 
Sigsbee read: 

“Havana, February 19.—Bache.” 

This means the coast survey steamer sal 
arrived at Havana, bringing on board all 
wrecking apparatus sent from equadron.

They are also 
lacking in that kind of skill necessary to 
enable a diver to grope hig way safely 
through the internal parts of a mighty 
Ship like the |Maine,. torn and dismem- 
bered as she is, as this work Is highly dan- 
gerous, /

Sages and groping for the doors of the 
numerous watertight bulkheads which di- 
vide the hull into many compartments, on 
slimy floors and in perfect darkness re-

why Captain Sigsbee with only his sailor 
divers at command had not been able to 
do much so far toward unraveling the 
mystery of the Maine’s untimely end. 

It is to,meet just this emergency that 
the navy department is making every ef- 
fort to hasten the beginning of the work 
of recovery of the goods and perhaps the 
raising of the hull by professionals. To 
that end Captain Lemly, the judge advocate

: Driving a Hard Bargain. 


He has been at the task now two days 
and it has not been easy to dispose of. This 
is owing to an apparent disposition on the 
part of at least one of the concerns to 
drive a hard bargain, leaving the depart- 
ment in the dark as to the amount of 
money to be paid for their services. Burt 
it is believed that the obstacles have now 
been surmounted and that the.contracts 
can be signed tomorrow. It is the purpose 
ef Captain Lemly to burry this work and to 
that end he is arranging to have 
two of the companies combine their forces. 
They w-ll be paid on the scale of day’s 
work, with a provision for a bonus if they 
succeed in raising the vessel, thus insuring 
the recovery of as much of the valuable 
equipment as is possible should it not be 
practicahblé to float the Maine again. 
Great difficuity is expected in recovering 
the big.ten-inch turret guns, each worth 
$40,000, owing not only to their own weight, 
fifty tons apiece without carriages, but to 
the enormous turrets, inclosing them with 
100 tons of steel. It ‘is doubtful if the tops 
of these turrets can be removed, as was 
first supposed, by cutting off the bolt heads 
that fix them to the sides, as these large 
bolts) are probably countersunk amd the 
heads below the surface of the metal, while 
the confined space within the turrets would 
make it very.difficult to operate the inside 
ends under water. It is hoped that it may 
be feasible to raise the turrets entire with 
the guns if lifting apparatus of sufficient

Viscay Passes Through Narrows 
and Drops Anchor

Spaniard Fires a Salute, Which Is An- 
swered by the Guns at Castle

York, February 3.—The Spanish 
crulser Viscaya, in command of Captain 
Euvlate, came through the Narrows this 
afternoon and anchored off Tompkinsville, 
S. I., where she is closely guarded by 
navy yard tugs and police patrol boats. 

The Viseaya has been lying outside of 
the bar since Friday night and was un- 
able to come into the harbor, owing, to 
the dense fog and rainstorm which has 
prevailed for over forty-eight hours. The 
Spanish cruiser has en expected to ar- 
rive here since last Monday and the un- 
fortunate catastroph@ by which so many 
American sailors and marines lost their 
lives in Havana harbor last Tuesday night 
aroused more than the ordinary interest 
in}.the arrival of the visitor. The feeling 

ich prevails among a great many people 
In this vicinity that the American battle- 
ship was destroyed deliberately by enemies 
of the United States prompted the naval 
authorities to guard against any possible 
harm being done the visiting Spaniard at 
the hands of fanaties. 

Patrol Guard Is Ordered. 

Rear Admiral Bunce, commandant of the 
New York navy yard, received orders 
from Washington last week to establish a 
careful and well appointed patrol to guard 
against any such em rgency. The com-

mandant Immediate“ put himself in com- | 


munication with CMef of Police McCul- 
lagh and appointed Lieutenant John A 
Dougherty, of the navy, to take charge 
of the protective patrol. Chief McCullagh 
responded immediately and informed Rear 
Admiral! Bunee that he had instructed 
Captain Smith, of the harbor police, to hold 
himself in readiness and supply the desired 
number of patrolmen to assist in guarding 
the visiting vessel. The navy yard tug 
boats Nina and Narkeeta were immediate- 
ly placed at the;disposal of Lieutenant 
Dougherty. Lieutenant W. C.’ Neville, of 
the marine corps, received instructions ta 
take command of thirty-eight men. This 
body will relieve each other in four hour 
watches during the entire stay of the Span- 
ish cruiser. 

By special permission a representative o? 
the Associated Press was permitted to go 
aboard the Nina, on which tue Lieutenant 
Dougherty established his headquarters. 
This boat, as well as the Narkeeta, was 
in readiness to go down the bay and meet 
the Viscaya from the moment that the 
latter was sighted off the Jersey coast 
last Friday, but it Was not uniil 2 o'clock 
this afternoon that the weather conditions 
permitted the naval guards to proceed 
down the bay.

Iler trouble 
was pronounced tuberculosis time and again 
by physicians of local fame, but it was 
hard to account for it as none of her family 
had even been troubled in this way. 

The Curious Development. 

The remarkable part of the case comes 
now. Slowly, but surely, the young wo- 
‘man began to develop many characteristics 
of a serpent. She would so0me- 
times sit bolt upright in bed 
with glittering eyes, swerving 
from side to side. At these times it was 
impossible to do anything with her. Then 
again she would shrink away under the 
cover and nothing could induce her to re- 
move the bed clothes.

‘“T will state that recently the negro 
building at the asylum was ulmost totaily 
destroyed by fire, and to take care of the 
inmates of that building the superintendent 
was foreed to crowd they into portions of 
Other buildings used for Whites, thus neces- 
sitating “ crowded condition of the whites 
und negroes. Work on the negro building 
is being pushed as rapidly as possible, and 
we hope before a great while to have 
it ready for occupancy. 

“This will show you a good and suffi- 
cient reason why no blame should attach to 
the management of the Georgia siacte 
lunatic asylum, 

“In the next place,’’ continued Dr. Dixon,

() seme characterized Sam Jones's 

sermon at the tabernacle yesterday 
afternoon. Humor, pathos and truth were 
intermingled. It was one of Sam Jones's 
greatest efforts. Twelve thousand people 
listened to the words of the evangelist and 
five thousand more were denie@d admit- 
tance into the big tabernacle, because of 
its sheer incapacity to hold as many per- 
sons as the preacher could draw to one 
meeting. 

The evangelist didn’t say anything that 
his congregation had ever heard before. it 
was an entirely new sermon and its truths 
were presented in new language. But it 
was Sam Jones’s old style—that same 
style that has won him fame, because it 
is unique above all things. 

Two hours before the preaching began 
the tabernacle was half full and by 2:30 
o'clock there wasn’t a vacant seat. The 
new arrivals after that hour crowded into 
the aisles and stood there until no more 
could get in, and then the crowds that 
poured down toward the tabernacle were 
forced to go back, A building twice the 
size of the tabernacle could have been 
comfortably filled with the ‘people who 
went out to hear him. 

In only one thing were the people dis- 
appointed. They went out expecting to 
hear a sermon full of roasts for politi- 
clans and well stocked with allusions to 
the preacher's race for governor. 

The gubernatorial race wasn’t mentioned. 
Rey. Samuel Jones was preaching religion 
and not politics. Mr. Jones began by 
speaking of the pleasure he felt because 
of the great success of the meetings at 
the tabernacle. He thought at first that 
tlw meetings were just what Atlanta need- 
ed and now he knew it. 

“I believe in churches,” said Mr. Jones, 
“but there are thousands of people in big 
cities like Atlanta who won’t.go to church.

We 
May cOme here and worship, orthodox or 
not orthodox. [I never ask a man how 
he believes. 1 simply ‘ax’ him, ‘How you 
aquz” JI never ‘ax’ a man how he was 
baptized.

lieves. I always offer him my hand and

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THIS IS A SUGGESTION OF HOW THE MITCHELL STREET VIADUCT WILL LOOK WHEN IT 1S COMPLETED. 
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City Engineer Clayton is in receipt of 
full plans and specifications for the Mitch- 
ell street viaduct from ‘the engineers of the 
Central and Southern roads. The figures 
are practically the same as agreed on at 
the conference between the roads’ en- 
gineers and the city engineer here some 
time ago. Instead of having seven spans, 
however, as first agreed, the engineers have 
seen fit to have only six of about 90 feet 
length each instead of eighty. This will 


not affect the total length of the bridge. 
and will give more room for traffic under 
the structure, The bridge, a suggestion of 
which is given in the accompanying cut, 
will be built of steel, and will be first- 
elass in every particular. It ‘will be 559 
feet long, with stone abutments at each 
end. The spans ‘will be supported by steel 
golumns. There will be two twenty-foot 
roadways and a ten-foot sidewalk on each 


side. These sidewalks do not appear in the 


cut. This will give plenty of room for 
street cars, vehicles and traffic of all kieds. 
The floor will be laid in some substantial 
pavement. The viaduct begins on the west 
side at a point 125 feet east of Elliott street, 
and begins on the east side at a point 170 
west of Madison avenue. Now that the 
plans and specifications are complete, City 
Engineer Clayton will advertise for bids 
for the work in the near future. It is 
hoped that the structure will be practically 
competed this year.

The law requires their reports 
to be filed not later than June Ist, and 
it is very likely they will be in before 
that time.

Colonel Francis Bartow was selected as the 
leader of the Georgians, and the famous 
Eighth Georgia was then organized. 

The Grays left Atlanta on May 3, 1861, 
under the command of Captain (afterwards 
Lieutenant Colonel) Thomas [, Cooper, a 
son of Hon. Mark A. Cooper. It Was com- 
manded successively by Captains *. -J. 
Lewis, S. B. Love, Tom Hulsey, C. H. 
Lewis and. V. P. Sisson. Captain Hulsey 
was killed at the second battle of Manas- 
eas. The others resigned to accept promo- 
tion. 

The Grays were Company F. 
the color company of the gallant Eighth. 
All the prominent battles of the war in 
which the Army of Northern Virginia took 
Part under Lee’ were participated in by 
the Grays, At Manassas the company lost 
its captain and the greater part of its 
ninety brave men who left Atlanta to- 
gether. It was recruited once. receiving 
about fifty men from “Atlanta. and maine 
tained its individuality throughout the 
war. The bravery of the men was attested 
by the fact that but fifteen of the original 
company were gurrendered a: Appomat- 
tox. 

After the troublesome ddays of recon- 
Struction, the Atlanta Grays was reor- 
ganized and was composed, as was the 
first company by that name, of the flower 
of Atlanta’s young Manhood. The com- 
pany grew to be a battalion of two com- 
panies, and won distinction as a military 
organization, well sustaining the name of 
their war-time predecessors. This organi- 
zation was absorbed by the Fourth bat- 
talion,; which gtew into the present Fifth 
regiment,’ and the mame became extinct 
until 1897, when it Was adopted amid great 
enthusiasm by Company K of the Fifth 
regiment Georgia volunteers.

yesterday. ‘““The school ofticials did all 
in their power to aid me in accomplishing 
the object of my visit and the doors of 
the schools were thrown wide open to me. 
To say that I enjoyed mysel{yis putting 
it mildly, but aside from this 1 made a 
thorough inspection of ‘the schools and am 
very well salisfied with the results of the 
trip. 


“In some respects the schools of Wash- , 
ington are superior to ours, but in the na- | 
tional capital one expects to find 'the schools 
unusually good and is not at all surprised 
at the excellence of their system. Consid- 
ering, however, the funds at the command | 
of the two systems I think Atlanta’s com- 
pares very favorably with that of Wash- 
ington. 

I spent five days in the schools and had 
ample opportunity to thoroughly study 
the system and to make observatiapks of 
the workings of the schools. I saw both 
the children and the teachers in the class- 
room and watched them at work. 

“Their primary grade system is some- 
what different from ours in that the chil- 
dren do rot use the textbooks to such a 
large extent. There. the ca:idren are led 
to become interested in the teacher and the 
work is-conducted in that manner. It is 
a very pretty system and excellent results 
have been obtained. Manual training is 
one of the essentials ‘of the Washington 
system and the children are taught useful 
arts in all grades. In their high schools 
modern languages are taught and a pupil 
has the choice between a course with 
either the ancient or modern Janguages. 

“The equipment of the schools is better 
than ours on aecount of the fact that they 
have more funds at their disposal. A gr at 
amount of jaboratory work is done an 
when a certain subject is under discussion 
pupils are sent to the laboratory to study 
it and make observations. The results 
they obtain are put in writing and read to 
the class. The system is an excellent one 
and is worthy of all praise.”’

A month ago Mr. Jenkins was here and 
conducted services at the little church on 
West Ellis street. His coming was looked 
forward to by the congregation, as it was 
rumored that he would be asked to accept 
the pastorate of the church. 

The people were much pleased with him 


during the few days he was here and im-— 


tendere l him the 
been deliberating over 
time, and as the letter 
stated, although it will greatly inconve- 
nience him to make his arrangements to 
come here, he has laid aside these obsta- 
cles and made up his mind to take charge 
of the ehure’. 

Mr. Jenkins is now pastor of a church 
in Palmer, Mass., and is engaged in busi- 
ness there. He was at one time the pastor 
of a church in Alabama and one in Ken- 
tucky. He is a northerner by birth and 
lives there now on account of the health 
or his wife, who is quite feeble. 

Hie stated in his letter that if convenient 
he would take charge of the church and 
preach his first sermon on the third Sun- 
day in April. The congregation has been 
without a pastor for some time, since 
the resignation of Dr. R. V. Atkisson. 

Dr. Atkisson Preaches. | 

Dr. R. V. Atkisson, ‘the former pastor 
of the Central Congregational church, fil!- 
ed the pulpit of that church yesterday 
morning and delivered a strong sermon on 
“Regeneration.,’’ 

He used as a text the language of Christ 
to Nicodemus, “‘Except a man te born 
again, he cannot see the, kingdom of God.’’ 
He spoke of the use of phrase ‘‘born again” 
in the times of our Lord, how it was usel 
politically in reference to the naturaliza- 
tion of Gentiles into the Jewish nation, 
the family of Abraham, and what privi- 
leges such actions granted. So Christ, in 
speaking of the way to the kingdom of 
God, conveys a spiritual truth by means 
of this phrase. By water as 2 symbol and 
the spirit of God as the power, men are 
born from a state of sin into the king- 
dom of God. 

“Salvation,” he said, “is the object de- 
sired. To fit a man for salvation he must 
be changed. Christ makes this the ‘one 
thing needful.’ The necessity of regenera- 
tion is very evident. We have but to see 
how men live, act and think to 
be convinced of this. We ask, 
will God -require this? The § answer 
is, character is first with God, and we see 
that in all nature about us He regards 
profoundly His own laws of order. So in 
the Kingdom of heaven we may expect 
the same. Man has capacity for God's 
powers by which he can receive inspiration 
and when these faculties are enlisted he 
apprehends spiritual truths, makes sacri- 
fices for spiritual growths, experiences 
love, joy and peace. Thus to enlarge man’s 
vision and widen his horizon he must know 
something of God's immortality and the 
future state. These 
are brought into activity by regeneration. 

“Again,” said the speaker, ‘“‘in the next 
place you ask what is the nature of this 
change? The Scriptures will give us light 
on this question. Christ; says ‘must — be 
born from above,’ ‘born of the spirit,’ ‘and 
things pass away,’ ‘have passed from death 
unto life,’ ‘transformed by the renewing 
of the mind.’ This is all figurative lan- 
guage, but we can at once see that a deep 
and radical change must take place in 
man’s nature. There is a new principle 
planted, but no new substance added to 
man’s soul. Capacity to apprehend spirit- 
val truths and inspiration from God js an 
element in man’s nature. This is brought 
to life. Thus a new kingdom opens to the 
soul of man. Without this he could not 
see God or realize his truth. 

“It is not a reform, but a change in the 
very nature of the soul. Man is conscious 
of this change by his strong desires to 
know more of truth and do the right. He 
loves what God loves and seeks the true 
and the good. The bad pains him. ‘Thus 
there is a spirit back of. his acts which 
determines characjer. He is not free from 
struggles within. His body still eontends 
With the renewed mind. He presses {rto 
the kingdom on his shield. The body dies 
and the resurrection will bring to him a 
new redeemed -body. So the resurrection 
will do for his body what regeneration has 
already done for his soul. Now it is Christ 
png within him. This is true moral free- 
dom. 

“Man needs God in order to complete 
his being and mission. Love is the atmos- 
phere in which God dwells and this change 
in man puts him in the love of God. You 
ask how is this change produced? I an- 
swer not by a priest, not by baptism with 
water or in water, nor by partaking of 
the Lord’s Supper. Man cannot produce 
it by good works or the act of his own 
will. God does not produce the change 
without the willingness of man. God and 
man must co-onerate. “Except you become 
as a little child.’ said Christ. ‘von cannot 
receive the kingdom of heaven.’ Confiding 
love is the marked spirit of the little 
child. Jt is faith nurtured by love. Man 
meets God. The vision of God warms into 
action all of man’s religious faculties. his 
talents for God. Seek, the Savior would 
vou have this vision. Abandon ein put off 
the old man and by the washing of re. 
reneration and the renewing of the holv 
chest vou become a child of God. Now 
ad on oe. today is the day of salvatton.

FEBRUARY A RECORD BREAKER. 
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Fire Department Has Been Kept on the 
Run and Has Already Answered 
Fifty-One Alarms. 

The month of February has been a rec- 
ord breaker with the Atlanta fire depart- 
ment and more fires have been recorded 
this month than in any previous February. 
The department has been on a continual 
run and neither the men nor the horses 

have had much rest. 

February is usually a month in which 
there are very few fires. This year it has 
proved an exception to the rule and the 
number of fires has been unusually large. 
December is the month in which the larg- 
est number of fires are recorded and this is 
accounted for by the fires caused by fire- 
works at Christmas time. 

During the present month there have been 
fifty-one fires, making a total this year 
of ninety-four, there having been forty- 
three in January. Last year at this time 
there had been only seventy fires. At this 
iime last February only thirteen fires 
had been recorded for the month. 

in February, 1896, there were an wun- 
usually large number of fires and the num- 
ber reached up to the Wth was thirty-one’ 
There were thirty-five alarms during one 
week of February, 18%. 

Despite the large number of, fires this 
month the department has been able to 
keep the loss down to a minimum. The 
great majority of the blazes have been 
on the roofs of houses and have been caus- 
ed by defective flues or by flying sparks. 
None of them have been very serious and 
the loss does not run very high Into the 
thousands, 

With the new engine house, which ts to 
be erected this year, the department will 
be considerably better to cope with the 
fires and w.ll not be worked so hard when 
there is an unusually large numper of 
ailarms. The work will be more) evenly 
divided out and the territory covéred by 
each company will not be so large.
